HE Profanation of God's holy Name, + 4 Curfing and Seer 
ing, to which you cannot but be ſenſible that you are addicted, 
is a moſt heinous Sin. — There are none ſo ignorant, as not to know, 
that it is a Breach of the third Commandment, *“ Thou ſhalt not 


*« hold Him guiltleſs who taketh bis Name in vain.” Excd. xx. 7. 
Our Saviour has expreſsly forbid it in our common Converſation, 
And ſo likewiſe has the Apoſtle 
t. James, in theſe Words, « Above all Things, my Brethren, ,πear 
There 18 
I: kewiſe an awful Threatening againſt $wearers in the Prophet Ze- 
chariah, where it is ſaid, That the Curſe, which gocth over the: 
hole Earth againſt Wickedneſs, ſhall cut them off,“ Zech. v. 3.
